Seki, also Baseke, Sheke or Sekiana, is a language indigenous to 
Equatorial Guinea and Gabon. It had been spoken in villages of Rio 
Campo and Northern Bata, along the coast, but its native speakers 
have begun abandoning the language for Spanish, Fang, and Kombe. 
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
